D. UNFINISHED BUSINESS:  
 
1. Community Recognition Award –Commissioner Pierce gave a wonderful presentation and 

recognition of Lorry’s history here in San Bruno. On behalf of the Commission, 
Commissioner Pierce presented Lorry Greenberg with a Community Recognition Plaque.  
Marc Hershman representative from Senator Jerry Hills office presented Lorry with a 
Certificate of Recognition for her involvement in many venues outside the City limits also!   
Joe Fazio representative from Assembly-Member Kevin Mullins office also presented 
Lorry with a Certificate of Recognition for her involvement in our community and the Junior 
Giants Program. Commissioner Greenberg was very honored to be nominated and humbled 
to have been selected.  This award was started in 1992 recognizing mentors and volunteers 
for their outstanding services in the community. 

2. Lions Club Project at Beckner Shelter - Manager Brewer announced that work for the 
Beckner Shelter Lions Club Project was completed and is absolutely beautiful.  30 members 
and their families helped with this project, which included a new roof, new lights and electrical, 
power washing and painting the inside of the shelter.  A dedication ceremony will be held June 
18th and a plaque will be installed. Commissioner Pierce thanked the City for allowing them 
to renovate Beckner Shelter and the Lions Club agreed that many more facilities in the City 
would benefit from a similar project.  During the Beckner Shelter planning session with the 
City there was a preliminary discussion to place a Lions Stature at the site, on behalf of the 
San Bruno Lions Club Commissioner Pierce made a proposal to the PRC to consider 
installing a Lions Statue at Beckner to commemorate the Lions Club efforts.  Also San Bruno 
Lions Club discussed that they would like to “Adopt” Beckner Shelter to assure it to be safe / 
clean / beautiful for the citizens of San Bruno, this will be proposed as soon as the new 
“Adoption Policy” has been approved.  
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Chair Palmer moved Item G. New Business: #1 up on agenda.  Chair Palmer and 
Commissioners thanked San Bruno Lions for their outstanding job and looking forward to 
working with them in the future on other projects.  MSC Davis/Lara to support and 
recommend to City Council to accept and install a lion statue at Beckner Shelter.  

3. Stop, Waive & Walk Program – Manager Brewer talked with Public Services, this was a 
Grant Program, still have stencils and will freshen up areas that need them.
